Agitation over Yorba Linda’s 
controversial sign code moved 
toward resolution of a sort Monday 
night as the city council adopted on 
first reading by a 4-0 vote an 


ordinance amending and generally | 


strengthening the code. 

Opposing sides were taken by the 
city Beautification Committee and 
the Chamber of Commerce, the one 
arguing in favor of the code, while 
the other maintained that conspic- 
uous signs were necessary for 
business. 

‘‘The (present ordinance is 
working,’’ said Beautification Com- 
mittee Chairman Lorraine Scheidt. 
‘‘(It) hasn’t had a fair trial as yet.’’ 

Arden H. Berg, a spokesman for 
the Sign Users’ Council of 
California, warned on the other hand 
that decreasing the size of a 
business’ sign could serve to 
decrease its profits. 

In all, the amendments, as 
prepared by the planning commis- 
sion at it’s January 14 meeting and 
as approved by the city council, alter 
or add to the existing ordinance at 
about 16 different points. Of these 
modifications, 12 stiffen, clarify, or 
add language to the present code. 
Only five weaken or ‘oosen existing 
requirements. (Total is greater than 
16 since some changes both weaken 
and strengthen the code.) 

Both the Chamber of Commerce 
and the Beautification Committee 
had presented proposals for changes 
in the code. Of the Chamber’s 18 
recommendations, nine were adop- 
ted wholly or in part. The committee 
fared about as well winning, at least 
partially, six out of 11. 

Two additions to the code had 
been suggested by former mayor 


Bill Ross, speaking as a private 
citizen. 

Among amendments approved 
are provisions-- 

*requiring lighted signs be turned 
off after business hours or after 10 
p.m., whichever is later; 

*permitting signs painted on 
buildings or structures; 

“prohibiting portable signs; 

*specifically allowing identifica- 
tion signs for shopping centers; and 

*allowing lighted signs at 
entrances to mobile-home parks and 
planned residential developments. 

The city council also sent back to 
the planning commission for further 


‘ consideration suggestions regard- 


ing temporary directional) signs 
other than for real-estate sales, 
political signs, auto-dealership 
Signing, and illuminated house 
numerals. 

Local residents Kay Starr and Bob 
Frankeny spoke in favor, respectiv- 
ely, or directional signs and lighted 
house numbers. Councilman Henry 
Wedaa advocated leniency for 
political signs on account of their 
educational value; and Chamber of 
Commerce spokesman Bill OpDyke 
defended signing at B & B 
Chevrolet, on Imperial Highway. 

Acrimony rose early in the

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Settling Basin 
Meeting Thursday 


An important meeting on the 
future development of the Settling 
Basin as a community recreation 
area will be held Thursday, Feb. 6 at 
the Stuewe residence, 5388 S. Ohio. 
Invited to the 7:30 p.m. meeting 
have been representatives of all 
clubs and organizations in the city. 

Development of the Settling 
Basin, a former water storage area 
east of Imperial and north of Buena 
Vista, has been pending for a long 
time. The city has leased the land 
from the County Flood Control 
District for a token fee per year. 

The city engineering department 
has executed a plan for development 
of the area. Two persons interested 
in the project, Bob Frankeny and 
Jerry Gorman, asociated with the 
Yorba Linda Country Riders, have 
guaranteed a fee for engineering 
and the cost of grading the property. 

Originally, the basin was 
earmarked for mainly _ horse 
activities but this concept has been 
expandec to include facilities for 
various events and to meet the needs 


of different groups. 

The engineering plans indicate a 
main show ring, bleachers, 
concessions, pagans ee 
small exercise ring, two picni 
areas, an amphitheatre with a fire 
pit, portable rest rooms and parking 
area. 

It is this tentative plan which was 
presented to the City Council 
Monday night and will be discussed 
at Thursday’s meeting. 

Frankeny said it is imperative that 
all groups interested in the area be 
represented at the meeting so they 
can become involved in both the 
development of the basin and the 
necessary fund raising. 

When the plans are finalized they 
will have to have the approval ot the 
county and the city, the latter 
because the lease gives the city 
control over the basin. 

If the timetable is met Frankeny 
estimates that the basin can be used 
by the end of this year. He stressed 
that the project will be accomplished 
at no cost to the city.

architect, the planners and city staff 
discussed the new building at length 
during a design review for a 
conditional use permit.

The commission and the staff 
sparred with the company repre- 
sentatives over the coloring of the 
building facing, advocating a color 
softer than the white proposed.

Boundary Changes 


Solutions to overcrowding in 
several schools in the Placentia 
Unified School District will be 
discussed by the district’s Educa- 
tiona! Facilities Planning Committee 
(EFPC) at 7:30 p.m. Thursday, Feb. 
5, in the board room, 1301 E. 
Orangethorpe Ave. 

Several alternatives to the 
overcrowding problems in the 
northwest elementary schools and 
Bernardo Yorba Junior High and 
Esperanza High schools in the 
eastern part of the district will be 
looked at by the committee during 
discussion, according to Ruth 
Leonard, chairperson. 

The EFPC is a committee of 
community residents who study 
district population and make 
recommendations to the board of 
education on how to house students 
in the rapidly growing Placentia 
district. Final decisions are made by 
trustees! 

Among the school areas which 
have been suggested for attendance 
boundary changes to equalize 
enrollments in district schools are 
Sierra Vista and Brookhaven 
elementary schools and the Van

discussion in response to OpDyke’s 
observation that the Chamber did 
not receive notice of the hearing 
until 11 a.m. Friday. ‘‘I resent (your) 
implication that notice was deliber- 
ately withheld,’’ protested Wedaa, 
who claimed that he did not receive 
notice until 6 that evening. 

OpDyke rejoined that he had 
made no implication, but only a 
statement of fact. 

The motion for adoption was made 
by Councilman Dale Chaput and 
seconded by Wedaa. Mayor Carolyn 
P. Ewing and Councilman Whit 
Croinwell then joined Chaput and 
Wedaa in voting for the proposed 
ordinance. 

Councilman Rudolph Castro was 
absent. 

If the city council approves the 
ordinance on second reading at its 
next meeting, the amendments will 
be enacted into law. 

In other action, the council-- 

*approved a first progress 
payment of $16,000 to Baxter-Griffin 
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Buren area. Other alternatives may 
include busing, use of portable 
buildings and trailers and double 
“sessions. 

The 17,000-student district has 
averaged growth of 1,000 students 
each year for the past decade, and 
recent increased activity in the 
building industry in the area is 
adding to the school population 
‘“‘even faster than we anticipated,”’ 
explained Patrick Bowman, the 
district’s director of planning and 
construction. 

“Future plans call for building six 
new elementary schools, a junior 
high and a senior high to 
accommodate growth in the next six 
years, he said. 

Construction is scheduled to 
begin on the John O. Tynes 
Elementary and Orthopedically 
Handicapped School near the 
Placentia Civic Center next summer.

The Bennington flag is 
flying proudly over Rose 
Drive School. Students and 
faculty paid tribute to the 
raising of the nation’s 
earliest known flag on 
Monday, December 1S. 

Color guards from Rose 
Drive’s scout troops and the 


Rose Drive Chorus led 
nearly 500 students in a 
salute to the nation’s 


heritage. In a special song, 
Bobbi Felando sang the 
words inscribed on the 
Statue of Liberty. 

The Bennington flag has 
13 stars and 13 stripes and 
flew over the Battle of 


Bennington in August 1777.

The original flag is still 
preserved in the museum at 
Bennington, Vermont. 
The Bennington flag has 
unexpected differences 
from our current flag. The 
first flag law did not 
indicate exact details of 
colors, proportions or star 
arrangement.

HORSE TALES 


by Joan Johnson 


Be sure to hold your reins 
with a small amount of slack 
that will relieve pressure on 
the bit while allowing you to 
keep a light contact with the 
horse’s mouth. The degree 
of contact should be just 
enough to keep your horse 
working up into the bit. 

Learn to use a flexing 
motion as you signal or cue 
with your reins (give and 
take action). This can be 
done by a simple opening 
and closing of your fingers if 
you have the correct degree 
of contact with your horse’s 
mouth. 

It is especially important 
to learn to use two hands on 
the reins when schooling 
or polishing the perform- 
ance of your horse. 

The proper use of tf 
hands is the mark of\a 
horseman, who uses them 
to guide and set the horse 
until the horse has learned 
to respond to cues and to 
handle single hand on the 
reins. 


Remember, though, at 
any time outside the show 
ring when you feel your 
horse isn’t handling as 
smoothly as you desire, it is 
wise to use two hands until 
your horse is corrected. 

Learn what it means to 
finger the reins and how 
your horse’ will soon 
respond to cues given by 
light fingering. This is not 
cheating. 

It is helping your horse 


learn to react to your cues in 
a ‘‘feather-light’’ manner. 


If you plan to show your 
horse, you should study the 
rules on how you may hold 
your reins and learn to use 
the one which allows you to 
have the softest hands on 
your horse’s mouth.
